PROTEST MAIL 
RATE INCREASE. 


Publishers Ask Modification 
on Second Class. 


Committee Tells Senate Plan 
will Cut Revenue. 


Reduced Subscription Lists 


Believed Only Result. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE. 


WASHINGTON, April 30.—Rep-+ 


resentatives of the American News- 
Paper Publishers’ Association prv- 
tested to the Senate Postoffice Com- 
mittee today against 
Class mail postage rates which, un- 
der the War Tax Act, go into effect 


July 1, amd urged a modification of 


the plan in so far as it affects news- 
papers. 

The zone system by which one 
rate is to be charged for advertising 
matter and a separate rate for news 
sections, the publishers contended, 
is discriminatory and excessive. In 
view of the war and present print 
paper situation, they asked that a 
lower rate be prescribed. 

Those appearing today were] 
George McAneny of the New York 
Times and Maj. E. B. Stahlman, of 


the Nashville (Tenn.) Banner. 
Both were introduced by Frank P. 
Glass of the Birmingham, Ala., 


News, president of the Publishers’ 
Association. 


UNANIMOUS PROTEST. 


Mr. McAneny said the protest was 
the “unanimous vote” of the daily 
newspapers of the country. News- 
paper publishers, he said, do not be- 
lieve the system proposed. can be 
made to work without additional 
expense and they fail to see how !t 
will benefit the government. 

“If there are abuses to be cor- 
rected let them proceed and the 
government will have the support 
of the newspaper publishers,” said 
Mr. McAneny. “In the case of news- 
papers, I maintain that need has 
not been shown.” ; 

The transportation of newspa- 
pers last year gave a profit to the 
government, he said. 

The newspapérs will meet the in- 
crease, he said, by adjusting their 
subscription § rates. No attempt 
would be made to make it up in in- 


| creased advertising rates. 


“Advertising can’t be forced to 
do more than it is doing today,” he 
said. 

AFFECT SUBSCRIBERS. 

Asking that the rates be modified, 
Mr. McAneny said the newspapers 
are not making a protest from a 
financial standpoint, but because the 
effect it will have on their circula- 
tions. He told of a newspaper 
published who in sending out re- 
newa! notices notified 400 subscrib- 
ers that after July 1, their sub- 
scription rates would be incregsed 
because of the law, while 400 
notices were sent to other 
scribers without any reference to 
increased rates. From the first 


set, 160 subscribers replied that they 


did not desire to renew their sub- 
scriptions, but of the other 400 only 
two ordered the paper stopped. 

“That is the way this law is go- 
ing to act,” he said. 

“What we plead is that in times 
like these, there should not be this 
hazardous experiment in newspaper 
rates,"’ Mr. McAneny said. 

In order to increase.the circula- 
tion of newspapers so that the va- 
rious official statements and notices 
can get wide cireulation, Canada, he 
said, has reduced postal rates while 
this country, “at a time when the 
circulation of the press is needed,”’ 
proposes to inflict restrictions. He 
declared this was done in spite of the 
fact that the Postmaster-General did 
not favor it. 

ZONE SYSTEM. 
He said the publishers favor a 


zone system similar in operation to 
the present parcel post system with 
the present second-class rate pre- 
vailing for the first 300 miles, and 
graduated increases for other zones. 

In concluding, Mr. McAneny urged 
fusien the present act would cause, 
and said that under its provisions 
the rate for every newspaper must 
be made separately. If the law goes 
into effect, he added, the subscrip- 
tion lists of the papers of the coun- 
try will be reduced by tens of thous- 
ands. 

In concluding, Mr. McAnneny 
that Congress suspend the opera- 
tion of this section of the act un- 
til after the war, or that a flat zone 
system be put into effect with 
newspapers for the first two zones 
exempt from an increase in rates. 
He said that inivestigation shows 
that transportation of newspapers 
for that distance does not add any 
expense to the government. 

Maj. Stahlman also favored the 
zone system. He said the gg oe 
u 
want to pay the government what 
is due. He also denied that any war 
was being waged on magazine pub- 
lishers, but declared the Postoffice 
Department is operating at a profit, 
and he did not think there should 
be any discriminatton. 

Last year, Maj. Stahlman said, he 
paid the government $20,000 for 
transporting his newspaper, which 
has a circulation of 50,000 copies. 
Under the new law. he said, this 
will be 
year, $15,000 the second year, $20,- 
900 the third year, and $25,000 the 
fourth year. 

FALSE IN SYSTEM. 

Stephen Farrelly, manager of the 
American News Company, told the 
committee that the zone system is 
“false in system and unfair.” Jesse 
H. Neal, executive secretary of the 
Associated Business Papers, and rep- 
resenting the publishers’ advisory 
board of New York, urged that en- 
forcement of the rate provided in 
the act effective July 1 be tempo- 
rarily suspended until after the war. 

An amendment providing a flat 
zofe system was proposed by the 
publishers. It would provide a 
rate effective July 1, next, of 1 cent 
& pound for the transportation of 
newspapers from the first three 
zones consisting of not more than 
300 miles; 1% cents for the fourth 
zone of from 300 to 600 miles, 2% 
eents for the fifth zone from 600 to 
1000 miles; 3% cents for the sixth 
zone from 1000 to 1400 miles: 4 
cents for the seventh zone of from 
1400 to 1800 miles, and 5 cents for 
the eighth zone extending beyond 
1800 miles.

After the opening there is a 
rush along the entire line, for the 
purpose, if possible, of overwhelming 
the. defenders by pure strength of 
numbers before they are able to re- 
cover from the first great shock. 
Each flank is attacked separately, 
with the object of securing strong 
supporting bases on both wings, 
which would permit them to launch 
a second and real offensive with 
masses of fresh troops concentrated 
meanwhile opposite the central 
point. 

On this occasion, Flanders and P!I- 
cardy form the flanks of the German 
battle front, the center of which is 
the Arras salient, which for the mo- 
ment is left in comparative peace. 

For their operations in Pianders 
the Germans are well placed as re- 
gards communications, since behind 
their lines there is a series of good 
routes and railroads. The Allies are 
not so well provided in this respect. 

ANALYSIS IN BRIEF. 


Up to the present the enemy has 
made little progress on either end of 
the line, but his menace has not 
been effaced. It is known that the 
Germans, in spite of their losses, are 
very powerful and that fresh divi- 
sions are available for further big 
efforts notwithstanding the fact that 
they already have thrown approxi- 
mately 2,000,000 men into the line. 
Several of these -divisions which 
have not been used are composed of 
excellent material, but the others 
heretofore have occupied quiet sec- 
tors, where they have lost some of 
their offensive spirit. 


Many divisions that have partici- 
pated in the battles have been se- 
verely punished. Some estimates of 
their losses mount to as high as a 
half-million men. Conservative cal- 
culations, however, do not place the 
losses beyond 350,000 men. The 
Germans have enough men in their 
depots in the Interior to fill all gaps 
for some time, although reconsti- 
tuted divisions never will be able to 
equal in fighting quality the original 
formation, since large numbers of 
the men have been wounded and 
after recuperation again thrown into 
the line. 

Prisoners taken recently do not 
display the old-time feeling of cer- 
tainty that the great blow, which 
has been so long prepared, will yield 
immediate and full success.

New National Body May Build 
Repair Harbor Plants. 


To Work with Municipalities 
in Their Improvements. 


Anything to Link Railways, 
Ships to Eliminate Delays.

WASHINGTON, April 30. —With 
a view to speeding the arrival and 
departure of ships in American 
ports, the government departments 
having to do with overseas trans- 
portation today created a _ port, 
terminal and harbor investment 
commission, to be put in qneren of 
all port facilities. 

The commission's first aim will be 


to so link the railroads and shipping 
lines that unnecessary delays will be 
eliminated. 

Edward F. Carry, director of 
operations for the Shipping Board, 
heads the commission, which has us 
its members Benjamin E. Winchell, 
representing the Ralilroad Adminis- 
tration; 8S. M. Felton, representing 
the War Department: Capt. A. C 
Hodgson, representing the navy; 
Dr. Edward “ Gay, of the War 
Trade Board; H. Rossiter, of the 
Pacific Mail chen and George 3. 
Dearborn, of the American- 
Hawaiian Line. 

The commission will put into full 
operation a system, already started, 
of freight diversion under which 
ships will load and unload at the 
less congested ports. The plan 
calls for an agreement by which 
both exports and imports will be 
handled through ports which will 
require the least amount of railroad 
handling. 

As a part of the programme for 
utilizing southern ports more fully, 
the commission will be given au- 
thority to bulld drydocks and repair 
Plants for the Shipping Board. In 
improving port facilities it will work 
with municipalities, many of which 
already have spent large sums in 
harbor improvements.

CHECK COMPLETE. 

The Petit Journal says:

The check is complete and 
Hindenburg and lLudendorff will 
have to repeat this sanguinary expe- 
rience if they are determined to 
realize their plan. The sector held 
by the French north of Bailleul and 
in the region of Locre was the ob- 
ject of very heavy attdcks.

WASHINGTON, April 30.—A bill 
designed to crush out the I.W.W. has 
been approved by a Senate Judiciary 
subcommittee as a substitute for a 
similar measure proposed by Sen- 
ator King of Utah, and will be, 
considered next Thursday by the 
entire committ 

The substitute bill by Senator 
Walsh of Montana, Democrat, will 
make such organizations unlawful, 
providing ten years’ imprisonment 
and $5000 fine for membership, 
management, circulation of their 
literature, advocacy of their doc- 
trines or rental of rooms for meet- 
ings. 

The principal prohibitory clause of 
the bill provides that: 

“Any association, one of whose 
purposes or professed purposes is to 
bring about any governmental, social, 
industrial or economic change within 
the United States, by the use, with- 
out authority of law, of force, vio- 
lence or physical injury to. person 
or property, or by threats of such in- 
jury, or which teaches, advocates, 
advises or defends the use, without 
authority of law, of force, violence 
or physical injury to person or prop- 
erty, or threats of such injury to 
accomplish such change, or for any 
other purpose, and which, during 
any war in which the United States 
is engaged, shall, by any means, 
prosecute or pursue such purpose or 
professed purpose, or shall eo teach, 
advocate, advise or defend, is here- 


by declared to be an unlawful asso- 
ciation.” 


HOUSE PASSES ORE > 
CONTROL MEASURE. 


BILL TO LET PRESIDENT FIX 
PROFIT, NOT PRICE, 
GOES TO SENATE. 


(BY A. P. DAY WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, April 30.—The 
House today passed the administra- 
tion bill authorizing government 
control over the production of ores 
essential fh the manufacture war 
materials. It removed the grant 
of arbitrary powers to the President 
to fix prices and reduced the pro- 
posed revolving fund from $60,000,- 
000 to $10,000,000. The bill now 
goes to the Senate. 


The bill as passed authorizes the 
President, through the Department 
of the Interior, to fix profits only. 
The original measure gave the right 
to fix an arbitrary price. 

The bill proper is to give the gov- 
ernment control over nearly half a 
hundred ores and metals, including 
@ntimony, bromine, chalk, man- 
ganese, mercury, mica, potassium 
and sulphur. It authorizes the gov- 
ernment to take over undeveloped 
mines and smelters and operate 
them as government egencties. 

Government control would cease 
six months after the war. 

The vote on the final passage was 
291 to 6. Two Democrats, Rep- 
resentatives Thomas of Kentucky 
and Garrett of Tennessee, and four 
Republicans, Representatives Ster!- 
ing of Illinois, La Follette of Wash- 
ington, Elliott of Indiana and Can- 


non of Illinois, voted against the 
measure.

PASADENA, April %3¢.—"Stories 
that the people of Southern Call- 
fornia and the West are not doing 
their part and have not a, realiza- 
tion of the war are fictitious,” de- 
clared Rt.

I was in Germany when war was 
declared and there was no doubt 
about it. Everybedy knew it. Then 
I went through Holland, where they 
were mobilizing, but with no serious 
thought of war. Later, in England, 
the people were not awakened, I 
found, and so great was the apathy 
thatythey thought their first 800,000 
soldiers would never get into 


France.

“Weare going to take determined 
action against those who do not 
make payments after they have 
agreed to do so, and also are con- 
sidering effective action against 
certain people who can well afford 
to take bonds, but haven't, or have 
subscribed on a small scale, consid- 


ering their ability to subscribe on a 


big scale. 

“In the case of those who have 
subscribed for bonds and failed to 
make a first payment, or do not even 
come to the bank and explain why, 
there is no chance for an injustice 
in the opnion of the committee. It is 
not true in every instance, of course, 
but there is no question that in some 
cases it is true that men and women 
signed up for bonds with no inten- 
tion of making the first payment.

CRUDE OIL’S ADVANCED 
TWO BITS PER BARREL. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 


AN FRANCISCO BUREAU OF 
THE TIMES, April 30. — The 
Standard Oil Company of Cali- 

fornia today announced that effective 
tomorrow the price of all grades of 
crude oil in all fields will be ad- 
vanced 25 cents a barrel. 

Based on the daily production of 
crude ofl in the California fields in 
March, which was 267,000 barrels, 
the new price will give producers of 
crude oil at the well an increased 
revenue of $2,068,200 a month, or 
virtually $25,000,000 a year. 

The raise effective tomorrow is the 
first change in crude oil prices since 


June 28, 1917. Prior to that time 
there had been a series of sharp ad- 
vances extending over a year. Since 
the date mentioned there has been 


gasoline, 
However, today’s increase in crude 
oil, which in some cases amounts to 


no increase in the local price of 


gasoline, which ts now cheaper here 
than 


elsewhere in the country. 

The price of the lowest grade of 
crude oil, a low gravity used 
chiefly for fuel, has stood at 98 cents 
a barrel at the well since June, 1917. 
The new price is $1.23. The old price 
of the highest grade of crude, above 
37 degrees gravity, was $1.32, and 
is now $1.57. 

Tomorrow's advance is taken to 
mean that the campaign that has 
been vigorously waged for increas- 
ing oll production to meet the heavy 
consumption has not success- 
ful, and this step is taken to acceler- 
ate production. 

For two years or more prior to the 
advances that settled at the level of 
June, 1917, there had been agitation 
among oil men for $1 ofl. With the 

advances effective tomorrow, $1 oil 
is not only a reality, but the lowest 
grades of crude are selling at near- 


ly $1.25 a barrel.

ORDER PLACED FOR 
1000 LOCOMOTIVES. 


SEVENTY THOUSAND MORE 
FREIGHT CARS TO BE OR- 
DERED TODAY. 


WASHINGTON, April 320.—Con- 
tracts for 1025 freight and passen- 
ger locomotives, the largest single 
order ever placed in the history of 
American rafiways, were let today 
by the Railroad Administration to 
the American Locomotive Cempany 


and the Baldwin locomotive works. 

The entire order represents a cost 
of about $60,000,000, or an average 
price of a little less than $60,000 for 
each locomotive. The profit to manu- 
facturers, who will divide the work 
about equally, will be between 5 and 
6 per cent., less the rate 
represented in the original

The six types ordered include the 
Mallet—the heaviest weighing 640,- 
000 pounds—mountain, Pacific, San- 
ta Fe; Mikado and switch. The Mal- 
let engines will cose between $80,- 
000 and $90,000 each and the switch 
eae between $35,000 and $40,000 
each. 

“The awarding of this contract,” 
said the Railroad Administration an- 
nouncement, “marks the establish- 
ment by the govermment of the 
standard type of locomotives, speci- 
fications for which have been de- 
veloped and perfected by commit- 
tees of experts, who for many weeks 
have devoted much time and study 
to the subject. The six stan 
types, two sizes of each class, are 
expected eventually to supersede the 
many miscellaneous types and va- 
rieties of locomotives now in serv- 
ice, embracing engines built accord- 
ing to 5600 or more varying speci- 
fications. This is the first time that 
any real forward step has been tak- 
en looking to the wide standardiza- 
tion of locomotive engines.”

WATER SUIT SUSTAINED. 


Decision of Superior Court Giving 
Victory to City Against Holly- 
wood Concern Upheld. 


The city of Los Angeles won a de- 
cided victory in a decision handed 
down by the State Supreme Court, 
yesterday, in the appeal of the Union 
Hollywood Water Company from a 
judgment ef the Superior Court of 
Los Angeles county, denying the mo- 
tion of the corporation for a new 
trial, and the judgment of the trial 
court is sustained in every respect. 

The Union Hollywood Water Com- 
pany, which had 3172 service con- 
nections in Los Angeles in use in 
1910, and 589 dormant meter connec- 
tions, alleged that it was injured by 
the ordinance regulating water rates 
to be charged by persons, firms and 
corporations supplying or distrib- 
uting water to Los Angeles users. 

The Supreme Court found that 
the question is whether the ordi- 
nance would afford the corporation 
a reasonable return upon its invest- 
ment.

RRMANIA” QUITS FOR 
\J DURATION OF THE WAR. 


Pressure of Hatred’s Too Great, Says 
Editor Socha—Federated German 
Societies Also Disband. 


ERMANIA, the German daily 
newspaper edited by Max E. 
Socha, in its issue of yester- 
day announced its suspension for the 
perted ef the war. Simultaneously 
Mr. Socha announced the disbanding 


Mr. Socha, 
sons for stopping the publication of 
Germania at this time, said: 

“There is no need now of a news- 
paper printed in German. By shut- 
ting down the paper now I bring 
te an end persecution of Germans 
who took the paper and merchants 
who advertised in it, just to keep the 
paper going, out of friendship to 
me. It had been suggested that I 
keep the paper going and print it in 
English and issue it under another 
name once or twice a week, but I de- 
cided against this. The mission of 
the German-language newspaper is 
ended while the war on.”” 

Mr. Socha refused to say whether 
or net the increasing financial diffi- 
evities of the paper had anything 
to do h its suspension. It has 
yeen common knowledge that the 
paper has had hard siedding ever 
since America entered the war. | 

Socha said that the future of the 
paper will be decided in a few days. 
To cancel its financial! obligations the 
co fon may go into bankruptcy 
and sell off its effects, which consist, 
so far as actual ownership is con- 
cerned, largely of the office fixtures. 
The press work has been done in an 
outside shop and the paper bought 
there. 

The paper was established about 
twenty years ago by Edward Stutz. 
About six years ago Socha, who was 
born in Germany, arrived in Los An- 
geles from Michigan, began to get 
active in German affairs, organized 
the Germania into a stock company 
and ultimately was the editor and 
publisher and Stutz was out. Stutz 
now publishes a German weekly, the 
German Press. 

One of the first acts of the Ger- 
mania Publishing Company was to 
float a bond iasue of $15,000. These 
bonds have been sold generally 
am Los les German people, 
who still have them.

$100,000 Loss. 


HE northeastern section of the 
great Lasky motion-picture 
Plant, bounded by Selma, Ar- 

gyle, Vine streets, and Sunset boule- 
vard, was destroyed. by a fire of 
an unknown origin late yesterday 
afternoon, causing a damage esti- 
mated by the film company's offi- 
clals at about $190,000. 

The buildings used by the pur- 
chasing department, the stock-room, 
the drapery-room, dark stage, used 
for “vision” pictures, the tinting de- 
partment, the color-room and a 
large glass stage adjoining the color- 
room were gutted by the wall of 
flame that burst forth from the col- 
or department and ate its way with 
great rapidity, traveling east and 
west and destroying everything in 


its path. 
Nearly a score of young women 
and men employed in the building 
where the fire first was discovered 
had a narrow escapé when great 


were, leaving but a narrow doorway 
for a path to safety. 

Several hundred telephones in the 
Hollywood district were put out of 
service when the intense heat from 
the stock-room, accompanied by 
licks of fame, burned the telephone 
cable on the Selma-street side of 
the plant. Py 

Lieut. Griffin of Engine 27 and 
Fireman C. White of Truck No. 9 
were among the injured. Both were 
treated at the Receiving Hospital. 


SPREAD RAPIDLY. 


So quick was the spread of the 
flames, and so intense the heat de- 
veloped by them in the first few 
minutes, that hundreds of the Lasky 
employees, who, under the direction 
of company officials, rushed to the 
scene when the fire gong sounded, 
were driven back inch by inch in 
their efforts to fight the flames with 
their own equipment. The lack of 
pressure in the water main supply- 
ing the studio water lines, was 
blamed by the volunteer fire fighters 
for the lightning-like spread of th 
flames.

Shall it ever be said that we failed these 
our young men, that we, proud citizens of the richest country in the world, 
must be “‘excused"’ because, “‘on account of labor union difficulties,"’ forsooth, 
we failed to provide adequate food, equipment and support? Never. 

We must speed: up and we must speed up now. emergency is 
urgent, terrible, bitter. We must do our part. And those of us who are so 
securely distant from the terrors of the ghastly struggle must get down to 


work as we never worked before. Our part is to produce, produce, PRO- 


DUCE—guns and munitions, aeroplanes, ships, clothing, boots—and food. 
We talk about the high cost of living. But while we have vast acres of un- 
tilled land we have no one but ourselves to blame. Labor? We can and 
must get the labor. California alone can produce well-nigh a hundredfold 
more than she is raising at the present time.

They could, like our armies in 
Europe, be enlisted for the duration of the war, just as Chinese indentured 
labor was utilized for the upbuildmg of South Africa, doing that work in the 
mines which the white man refused to undertake. These laborers are waiting 
to till our barren lands for us, to produce more conscientiously and effectively 
than | to produce ourselves, but selfish labor unionism says 

no, and so we complacently watch our soaring prices, grumble about the 
shortage of wheat with a peevish resignation, muddle along more or less un- 
comfortably in the mushy impression that we are being sacrificially patriotic

But the need is now, at once, today. Next year won't do. Must we wait for 
a blow between the eyes, must we wait until our men are recorded in grim, 
long, terrible casualty lists, must we wait until prices have gone over the top 
and starvation stares this nation as well as our Allies in the face, before our 
rich lands are made productive? |

We wax ferociously 
patriotic over a pro-German suspect with a foreign name; we wreak prompt 
vengeance upon a reckless Liberty Loan sneerer; we hold solemn debates 
about changing the names of any institutions that smell of German origin— 
but strike news—some of us read it, possibly with mild disgust at the break- 
fast table, and forget it. 

_ Gird your loins, Americans! The hour of your greatest trial is at hand. 
We must everyone of us stand behind that man behind the gun. It is good 
to sing “Over There” with its swinging fervor of great promise, but our 
promissory note is due. It is good to hang out Old Glory, the Liberty Loan 
honor flag, the Red Cross badge, the food conservation card. It is good to 
cheer the marching Sammies on the screen. But these are the mere frills of 
war, the mere outward and visible sign of that inward invisible soul of our 
proud nation which is rushing forward to stop the breacfes filled with our 
Allied dead. It is up to us to prove our mettle in more tangible, practical 
form. Our boys are rapidly wiping out the necessity for those lugubrious 
“excuses” so politely handed out to us “Over There; but upon us, us 
Americans here at home, rests the responsibility for seeing that this precious

UTR ROSE-LINED HIGHWAYS. 

Southern California is abloom with 
roses of rare loveliness. Though they came 
later this spring, the blossoms are even 
better than usual. Grown under matchless 
conditions, they have sprung forth from gar- 
dens great and small, from dooryards, 
hedges, pergolas and along the highways, 
presenting an entrancing vista of beautiful 
color, form and fragrance. 

One may motor for a thousand miles in 
Los Angeles county alone and behold mag- 
nificent roses all the way. Forty thousand 
‘plants cover neat, fron trellises along five 
hundred miles of highway. They were 
placed there under the direction of the 1915 
Los Angeles City and County Committee as 
part of the world’s fair beautification pro- 
gramme. This year they have attained 
sturdy growth and are covered with a pro- 
fusion of blossoms. These plants are choice 
in variety and of hardy stock, selected by 
experts as among the varieties best adapted 
to conditions along the highways. 

That millions of roses of such gorgeous 
perfection are blooming with comparatively 
little care or work seems almost incredible, 
but they are here, a joy and delight to all 
who see them. They are rearing their state- 
ly heads everywhere from the mountains to 
the sea. Pomona, Covina, Whittier and the 
other cities are famed for the beauty of 
their roses. No less famous are the roses 
grown at Santa Monica, Long Beach and the 
other beach cities. Southern California is 
the home of the rose and in every watered 
portion of it roses respond to the beneficent 
climatic and soil conditions. 

Roses are for everybody here. The mil- 
lionaire may have them in his elaborate 
gardens, but just as surely the occupant of 
a modest bungalow may decorate his house 
and yard with them. Roses that would 
make residents of severer climates gasp 
with astonishment at their loveliness can 
be raised here at trifling cost and with a 
moderate amount of care. am 

San Fernando Valley's highways are 
bordered with many thousands of blossom- 

laden rose bushes. On Sherman Way alone 


| there are 30,000 plants. Im Covina there 


} 


are miles of Gold and Ophir hedges 
twelve feet high. Entrances to al- 
‘most every city and town in the 
county are rose-laden bowers of 
beauty. Roses bloom more profuse- 
ly here in the spring than at any 
other time, but there is hardly a 
month in the year that they are not 
available if proper attention is given 
to cultivation. 

The development of rose culture 
in Southern California in the past 
few years has been rapid and very 
successful. For years rose growers 
were content with a comparatively 
few varieties, virtually all of which 
were produced in the East and in 
other countries. With growing in- 
terest aroused by cultural successes 
there came a demand for greater va- 
riety, and nurserymen annually im- 
ported the newest and best produc- 
tions abroad. Many of the finest 
hybrid tea roses grown were intro- 
duced from France and England. 
Transplanted to Southern California 
they have proved in many cases to 
thrive better than under the condi- 
tions where they originated. 

In recent years horticulturists of 
the Pacific Coast have been conduct- 
ing hybridizing experiments with 
‘puch success that it now seems cer- 
tain that a considerable number of 
home-bred roses of superb quality 
will be on the market in a few years. 
Some of the most interesting hy- 
bridizing experiments have been 
along similar lines to that adopted 
by the Pernet-Ducher Company of 
France. With Persian Yellow as 
one of the basic colors a new strain 
of roses with a variety of hues be- 
fore unknown were produced. Al- 
most all of these thrive remarkably 
well in Southern California. The 


this city, is of the pernetiana type 
to some extent and traces its ances- 
try back to the old Persian Yellow. 
Other big hybridizing achieve- 
ments have been made of which the 
general public has not yet been in- 
formed. 

Some magnificent new roses with 
glorious color tints have been pro- 
duced and are being given final tests 
by the hybridizers. These will be 
available to the public in from one 
to three years.

If the proponents of Sinn Feinism,

history only, but world history, they 
wo see that their zeal and their 
lovg’ for Ireland are being used— 


with diabolical artfulness—by Ger- 
many to weaken England's arm in 
this, our struggle as well as Great 
Britain's. 

It is not, most emphatically it is 
not because they assert that Ireland 
has as much right to complete lib- 
erty as have Belgium, Serbia and 
Poland that they are called pro-Ger- 
man, but because anything that di- 
vides our vigor, that distracts our 
attention, that attempts to cast even 
a shadow of discredit upon one of 
our allies is detrimental to our ef- 
forts and, therefore, works for the 
goed of our enemy. No one senses 
this fact more clearly than does Ger- 
many, and her helpers in America 
are doing their level best to keep 
the Irish question hot. 

The simple fact is that everyone 
is proGerman who furthers any 
scheme or movement which tends to 
take our eyes off the enemy, even 
for the fraction of a moment. 

’ This is by no means the first time 
the Irishman’s hot love for the green, 
old sod has made him a tool, a cat’s- 
paw for an enemy of England. 

When Spain and England were at 
war, during the reign of Elizabeth, 
Spain, using O'Neill as an unwitting 
tool, aroused an Irish rebellion in or- 
der to make England scatter her 
forces. | 

Then, when William of Orange was 
on the throne of England Louis XIV 
of France sent to England the ex-King, 
James II of England, together with 
an army of exiles, for the purpose 
of inciting the Irish to a new revolt 
against England and so to divide 
her attention. 

Again, when Napoleon was fight- 
ing for world dominion and wanted 
to weaken England's opposition to 
the fulfillment of his dream, he sent 
Gen. Hoche and a French army to 
arouse the Irish to insurrection. 

Once more Ireland is being manip- 
ulated to weaken England’s power 
and the Sinn Fein clubs are the only 
ones who fail to realize the fact. 

The Irish-American (mesilf amongst 
the others) whether Irish by birth 
or descent, is about the most loyal 
American that exists. With the ex- 
ception of the dhrop of grane, our 
blood is red, white and blue, and, be- 
tween America and Ireland, America 
comes first, but it is not strange 
that our loyalty to Old Glory should 
be questioned when we strike at the 
back of one who is fighting by the 
side of America in a world war, even 
though that one may have done us 
a very real injury. 

Unless home rule, by its untimely 
activity, queers itself right now in 
the minds of England's allies, by its 
‘seeming disloyalty, there can be but 
one solution to its problem when, 
after the war is over, all the little 
nations are allowed self-determina- 
tion as to their government. 

The Sinn Fein is made up of young 
men; strong, brave, clean, red-blood- 
ed young men. With what a differ- 
ence would the world look upon the 
purpose of their organization if they 
followed the same impulse that ac- 
tuated Francis Ledwidge when he 
entered the army at the beginning 
of the war! 

Lance Corporal Ledwidge of the 
Royal Inniskilling Fusiliers, an ‘Irish 
boy of 24, author of “Songs of 
Peace” (written in the trenches, but 
singing of the fields and hedges of 
Ireland) was killed im action in 
Flanders July 31, 1917. 

In a letter written about a month 
before his death he said: 

“Bome of. the people who knew me 
least imagine that I joined the army 
because I knew men were strug- 
gling for higher ideals and great em- 
pires and I could not sit idle to 
watch them make for me a more 
beautiful world. They are mistaken. 
I joined the British army because 
she stood between Ireland and an 
enemy common to our civilization, 
and I would not have her say that 
she defended us while we did noth- 
ing at home but pass resolutions.” 

A little poem which Francis Led- 
widge sent back from the trenches 
says: 

“It is too late now to retrieve 
A fallen dream; too late to grieve 
A name unmade, but not too late 
To thank the gods for what is great: 
A keen-edged sword, a_ soldier's 

heart 

Is greater than a poet’s art, 

And greater than a poet’s fame 
A little grave that has no name.”

TROUT FISHING IS GOOD. § 


(Compiled by the Automobile Club of Southern California.} 


vey’s in the Mill Creek Cany 
Clark’s grade to the old Santa Ana 
Canyon road. Follow same to Bear 
Creek. The Clark grade has _§ been 
put in good condition for the open- 
ing of the season. Cars may go up 
from Harvey's from 5 o'clock, and 
every three hours thereafter. Bear 
Creek has been stocked with 430,000 
rainbow trout, and good fishing is 
assured. 


Big Bear Valley.—Follow same 
route as to Forest Home as far as 
Harvey's. Thence £0 north via 
Clark’s grade to Big Bear Valley. 
This road, although only recently 
opened up, after being closed dur- 
ing the winter months, has been re- 
paired and put in shape for travel. 
The desert road via Victorville and 
the Box S ranch is reported to be 
in good condition. The greatest prep- 
arations ever known have 
made in Bear Valley to accommo- 
date the anglers. Many of the re- 
s0Orts have already made a num- 
ber of reservations. Gus Knight re- 
ports that there is a good prospect 
of better opening fishing this year. 
The lake is full of two-pound fish. 
and all the streams in that vicinity 
have been well stocked. 


Little Bear Lake: The road from 
San Bernardino, via Waterman Can- 
yon to Little Bear is now open and 
in good condition. Road gangs are 
now at work repatring the 
route and motorists will be able to 
drive the “Rim of the World” trip 
without any serious difficulty. Lit- 
tle Bear Lake has been well stocked, 
as have many etreams in that vi- 
cinity. Deep Creek may be reached 
by a hike of a few miles from Little 


Lytle Creek: Go via Foothill 
boulevard to Etiwanda, here turn 
to the left and follow Auto Club 
signe to Glen ranch; distance, sixty- 
seven miles. The creek has been 
stocked with 40,000 rainbow trout, 
and many large fish are reported in 
this stream. For the more venture- 
some, a little hiking should bring 
great results. 

San Gabriel River: Go to Azusa, 
twenty-five miles from Los Angeles, 


‘thence north overa cood road about 


eight miles. Beyond that point the 
river has been stocked with 68,000 
trout. However, some hiking will 
be necessary to find the better fish- 
ing places. 


Tujunga: Reached by way of |° 


San Fernando boulevard. At that 
peint turn to the right and go to 
Sunland, also reached by way of La 
Canada and La Crescenta. From 
Suniind, proceed into Big Tujunga 
Canyon. Road in the canyon will be 
found somewhat narrow in places 
and rough, due to the rocky forma- 
tions. The creek crossings are some- 
what uncertain, due to the large 
rocks in the stream, but the expe- 
rienced motorists should find no 
serious difficulty in crossing. The 
stream has been stocked with 10,000 
rainbow trout and good fishing is as- 
sured. A little hiking should bring 
good results. 

Streams located in northern coun- 
ties, which were open for fishing 
April 1, are reported to be furnish- 
ing very good fishing. And many 
large catches are reported daily. 
Sespe Creek affords very good fishing 
and the road from Saugus, via Piru 
to Fillmore, is now in fairly good 
condition for travel, although some 
detouring ia necessary. From Fill- 
more the road is open four and a 
half miles to Henely’s Camp. The

NEW HIGH MARK 


Revenue Collections are (ver 
| _ Million Dollars, 


May and June Expected to 
Add Huge Sum to Total. 


income from Whisky Tax is 
Smallest in History. 


All records for internal revenue 
receipts were broken dufing April, 
according to a report issued yester- 
day by Collector Carter. 

The total receipts from the Sixth 
Internal Revenue District were 
$2,383,.530.63, which is more than }> 
the entire annual receipts for many 
of the years before the passage of 
the war tax legislation by Congress. 
The receipts for April, 1917,.were 
$547,740.14; and form April) 1916, 
$227,674.84, a mere bagatelle com- 
pared with the figures for the past 
month. 

This increase is accounted for by 
the receipts on account 6f the ex- 
cess profits tax, which has proven a 
rich source of revenue in the local 
district, the commodity tax, the. 
pu corporation taxet? 
and the increase in the number of 
persons liable to the income tax, 
under the law passed by Congress 
last fall, and ‘also the increase of, 
the percentages under theé lee. r 

It is estimated that the receipts 
of C€ollector Carter for May and 
June will overtop the April figures, 
and <4t might not be far out of the 
way to say that an ageregate of ap- 
proximately $15,000,000 will Be col- 
lected during these two months 
alone. 

When the floor tax on liquors in 
stock went into effect, theré was a 
regulation of the United States 
Treasury Department allowing liquor 
merchants to give bond for the pay- 
ment of’such tax, in cases where the 
amount of tax assessed was large 
and the dedler s not In a position 
to make immediate payment.

KILLS SISTER 


AND HIMSELF.| 


Invalid Father is Helpless| 


Witness of Fell Deed. 
Mystery Surrounds Act; Say 
There was no Quarrel. 


Awful Facts are Kept from 
Victim’s Two Children. 


A tragedy that came without the 
least warning or apparent cause, 
claimed two members of a wealthy 
Hollywood family, yesterday, wher” 
H. C. Fiske, 57 years old, shot and 
killed his sister, Mrs. Harriet Isabel 


Fiske, 45 years old, and then com- 
mitted suicide by sending a bullet 
through his brain at their hom 
No. 6124 Carlos avenue. 

As the shots rang out that broke 
the stillness of the house and snuffed 
out two lives, Mrs. Fiske’s two chil- 


dren, 11 and 8 years old, were on 
their wag to school, while H. C. 
Fiske, Sr, 82, father of the two 


victims, and an invalid, was sitting 
in a near- by room, helpless, witness 
of his son’s grim act. 

Elliott J. Fiske, the dead woman's 
hisband, a chemist, employed by a 
local firm, was in his office only a 
short distance away. He was his 
wife's cousin, which explains the 
similarity of names. 

When the aged father mana 
to grope his way down the flight 
stairs and enter the kitchen, aan 
but a few minutes before his daugh- 
ter wag quietly putting away the 
dishes following a happy family 
breakfast, the tragedy’s mute evi- 
dence was before his eyes. 

Stretched across the floor, in front 
of the sink where she was working, 
was the lifeless body of his daugh- 
ter, while face downward, and gun 
in hand, the son's crumpled up form 
was almost diagonally across it. The 
man died a few minutes after the 
bullet entered his head, and was 
still when neighbors reached the 


house. 
SHOTS RING OUT. 


No one was present to hear what 

and according to the 
Fiske’s Story to Detec- 
tives C. L. Dryden and Melcher of 
the Hollywood division, there was 
no time for any conversation. 

The aged man’s room, or the sec- 
ond floor of the #iske home, adjoins 
the room occupied by his son. 
About 9 o'clock, less than a half- 
hour after the two Fiske children 
left the house, the younger Mr. 
Fiske opened the door of his room 
and stepped into the hall, his father 
said. passing directly in front of 
his room. The door was open, and 
the father could see his son walk- 
ing down the stairway. It was but 
a minute later that the shots rang 
out. 

From the grief-stricken husband 
and the stunned father, the police 
were able to obtain only a few state- 
ments that would give the key to 
the tragedy. Their theory is that 
the younger Fiske had suddenly be- 
come insane and that the shooting, 
whether as the result of an instant’s 
whim or as a flaring up of en old 
resentment, no one probably will 
ever know. 

In the last few months the dead | 
man had been personally managing 
the Fiske properties in Los Angeles, 
Long Beach and San Bernardino. 
Members of his family stated yes- 
terday that they had noticed an 
apparent mental derangement at 
times, but never for long enough a 
period to cause any anxiety. 

SINCE MOTHER’S DEATH. 


These mental tapses had been 
noticed especially since the fi of 
the present year. following the 
death, December 31, of the mother, 
Mrs. Rachael FE. Fiske, who died at 
her home, No. 1808% Van Ness 
avenue, at the age of 73. The last 
years of het life she was in the care 
of her son, whose worry over her 
condition and the sleepless nights 
with her, mav have caused his 
mental brerk down, the police were 
told. 

There were no signs of any trouble 
between the dead man and his sis- 
ter, the detectives were told. At 
the breakfast table, the children 
chatted happily, and with a parting 
kiss the two girls, Rachael, & years 
old,, and Jessie, 11, left the sun- 
filled dining-room. Mrs. Fiske 
and her 


brother to hfs room. It must have 


been there that he planned the 
tragedy, and there obtained the 
gun, a large-caliber weapon. 


Members of the Fiske family are 
sald to be wealthy, having larce. 
holdings in real estate in Southern 
California. The dead woman was 
the mother of four children, 
Craycroft Fiske, @ Pasadena busi- 
ness man; Roy Fiske, now with the 
aviation section of the army in £E! 
Paso, and the two girls. News of 
the tragedy was kept from the chil- 
Gren, who were taken into the 
homes of the neighbors for tem- 
porary care, pending errangements 
for their care. 

The two bodies were removed to 
the J. T. Smith funeral parlors, 
where they will await the Coroner's 
inquest, probably today. ‘

“‘Germania”’ Quits.

and announced at a meeting of the 
alliance on April 19 that the alli- 
ance would not be disbanded, but 
that it would continue in its work 
under a. new name, and after the 
war would work to bring harmony 
between Germany and America 
once gmore. Then came Councilman 
True'’s resolution to silence the Ger- 
man societies and Socha announced 
at‘a meeting last Friday night to 
the members of the alliance, made 
up of three delegates from each of 
the thirty-seven German societies 
of Los Angeles and twenty-five in- 
dependent members, that there 
would be no more meetings aad 
that thé central or federated or- 
ganization stood disbanded. 

Some time between the meeting, 
when Socha annoyneed in a speech 
in English that e names of the 
rechristened German-American Alli- 
ance would be the Federated Socie- 
ties, they took unto themselves new 


names. The State is called, in the 
official announcement, ‘American 
Citizens’ League of California;” the 


Soufhern California organization is 
known as the “Branch League of 
American Citizens af Southern Cali- 
fornia, and the local organization as 
the “American Citizens’ League of 


Los Angeles.” According to the 
notice sent in rman to all mem- 
bers, none of these ofganizations 


will meet or be active during the 
peniod of the war and stand dis- 
banded, the constitution having been 
set aside. Carl Entenmann con- 
firmed this yesterday. He said: 

“The Executive Committee may 
meet to do any Liberty Loan or 
Red Cross work or call mass meet- 
ings of German citizens for any pa- 
triotic purpose desired, but the dele- 
gates and members will never meet 
again during the war, and I think 
that after the war there will be 

no more German-American Alliance, 
either. 

“Our entertainments for the Red 
Cross have enabled me to turn over 
to the Red Cross $2500, with per- 
haps $200 more to come. As to the 
report that the real purpose of this 
entertainment was to raise money 
for Germania, this is not true. The 
expenses include $26 for printing to 
Germania and that is all it got.” 

At the offices of the American 
Red Cross the gtatement was con- 
firmed that Entenmann had turned 
over $2500 to the Red Cross and 
that when the final payments are 


made he will turn over the books 
of the Red entertainment 
transactions, an these will be 


turned over to be accounted by the 
Red Cross, and the army intelli- 
gence and secret service officers 
given complete reports of what 
these books contain.
